Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of \A^at was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the proposed "draft" amendments faxed by the attorney 
to the examiner on 1 1-29-05, wherein it was proposed that the independent claims 1 and 1 8 have been amended to 
include the limitatons "wherein said particles provide a delivery vehicle for ionic compounds that can be absorbed as 
ions into the skin cells". Examiner explained that instant claims are directed to a composition and that the ability of 
providing a vehilce for ionic compounds is a property of the Dead sea salts, which are taught by KR reference of 
record. With respect to the discussion regrading the delviery of ionic compounds with the instant composition as 
opposed to being just a scrub (KR and JP), examiner suggested to the attorney to provide a comparative data showing 
that the Dead sea salts provide the delivery of ionic compounds only at th claimed granularity and in the claimed 
natural carrier medium and not above the claimed granularity. Examiner also explained that since the application is 
under final rejection and suggested filing an RCE with the newly added limitations together with the comparative results 
in the form of a declaration.
